Atlanta Brave Is Booked for 
the Office of Great Sachem. 
Representatives Will Gather 
Around Camp Fire, at the 
Wigwam, This Morning. 
Parade Tonight. 


The Great Council of Red Men of 
Georgia will have possession of At- 
lanta today and tonight. 

Representatives from every tribe in 
the state are present, and have been 
arriving in the city since yesterday at 
noon. Headquarters are at the Aragon 
hotel, and the wigwam on Central 
avenue, near Hunter. That feature of 
greatest interest to the general public 
will be the red-light procession which 
takes place tonight. That of greatest 
interest to the braves is the election 
of officers of the state for the ensuing 
year. 

Frank F. Smith, one of Atlanta’s 
well-known young men, will be chosen 
Breat sachem. This office has been 
held by such men as James L, Mayson, 
of Atianta; Thomas H. Jeffries, of At. | 
lamta; Chappell, of Columbus: Orin 


Roberts, of Monroe, and a number of 
others. 


Program for Today. 
The day’s program comprises 


ginning at 10 o’clock; the fish fry, at 
White City, at |! o'clock: the red-light 
parade tonight; the council to be con- 
cluded with exercises at the Audi- 
torium after the parade. 

At 10 o’clock this morning. at the 
wigwam, the public exercises. will be 
calleq to order by John M. Slaton, ex- 
speaker of the Georgia house of repre- 
sentatives. Mr. Slaton is past sachem 
of Comanche tribe of this city. 

An address of welcome wil] be made 
by Mayor Maddox, and the response 
will be delivereqg by Judge Robert T. 
Daniel, of Griffin, who is past great 
incohonee of the United States, which 
means the highest office in the world 
of the great American order. Then 
will follow the election of the new 
officers. 

The red-light parade wil] start 
promptly at 8 o'clock at night, at the 
wigwam. The line of march ig Cen- 
tral avenue to Hunter, Hunter to 
Pryor, Pryor to Mitchell, Mitchell to 
Whitehall, Whitehall to the Aragon 
hotel, Pryor to Edgewooqg avenue, 
Edgewood avenue to the Auditorium. 

Cherokee Tribe Will Lead. 

The procession will be led by the 
Cherokee tribe drum corps, consisting 
of seventeen corps drums and two bass 
drums; then the visiting Bullbats: then 
the embryonic Bats; then the Bats of 
Atlanta. Next will come a float to be 
manned by the Atlanta cave. The taifl- 
end of the parade will comprise all 
Red Men of. Atianta and Fulton county, 
together with their guests. 

At the Auditorium, the Order of Bull- 
bats will be conferred upon all repre- 
sentatives to the great council. 

The ladies of the Degree of Poca- 
hontas, the great auxiliarv to the Red 
Men, will take an important part in 
the council. Throughout the session, 
day and night, they will serve refresh- 
ments at the wigwam, this feature 
having begun last night. They will 
entertain the visiting men of the 
forests, together with their wives and 
lady friends. 

On last night they put on their de- 
gree in the large hall of the wigwam. 
and this degree will be repeated to- 
night. The hall] has been beautifully 
decorated with wild flowerg emblem- 
atic of the regione through which the 
Req Skins of this country roamed be- 
fore the pale face took possession. 
They have on hand a beautiful sou- 
venir of their degree. This booklet re- 
cites the reasons for establishment of 
the order and many interesting facts 
connected with its history. It is a 
social and fraternal institution, its 
ceremonies being historical, beautiful 
ang elevating. 

Objects of the Order. 

Its objects are for moral advance- 
ment of the Improved Order of Red 
Men, and for promotion of <ocial en- 
joyment among the members as well as 
the general welfare.

HARD FIGHT 10 COME 
ON FLOOR OF SENATE 


Some of the Progressives Have 
Agreed to the Administra- 
tion Plan, but Others Will 
Stand With Democrats for 
Income Tax in the Present 
Tariff Bill. 


Washington, June 15.—President 
Taft tomorrow will send to congress 
@ message urging the passage of an 
amendment to the tariff bill, imposing 
a tax of 2 per cent on the undis- 
tributed net éarnings of corporations 
and the adoption of a resolution sub- 
mitting to the several states an amend- 
ment to the constitution giving con- 
gress the power to impose a tax on 
incomes. This understanding was 
reached at a session of the cabinet to- 
day, and was approved -by republican 
leaders of the senate. who conferred 
with the president during the after- 


noon and evening. 

In order that there shall be no ques- 
tion that the two propositions to be 
recommended have the support of the 
administration, Attorney Genera! 
Wickersham, according to present 
plans, will draft both the amendment 
and the resolution. It is expected that 
the corporation tax amendment, when 
amended, will be referred to thecom- 
mittee on finance, and that the reso- 
lution submitting the question of 
amending the constitution will go to 
the committee on judiciary. 

EPECT PROMPT REPORTS 
FROM BOTH COMMITTEES 

Doubtless both of these committees 
will report promptly so that all of the 
questions involved may be disposed of 
on Friday when the’ pending tacome 
tax amendment will be taken up for 
consideration. 

In view of the emphatic stand taken 
by President Taft against a direct tax 
upon incomes, in the face of the de- 
cision of the supreme court of the 
United States on that subject and his 
preference for the proposed tax on the 
earnings of corporation, a number of the 
progressive republicans have signified 
their intention of following his recom- 
mendations. At the same time not 
all of the progressive republicans are 
satisfied with this administration pro- 
gram, and it is probable some of them 
will voice vigorous protests. 
cratic senators also are expected to 
indulge in strong criticisms denuncia- 
tory of the tax on corporations as a 
substitute for direct tax on incomes. 

Not only is the president favorable 
to an amendment providing for a tax 
on the net earnings of corporations 
because of the added revenue it would 
produce, but much more so on account 
of the fact that he believes it would 
bring about a helpful and healthy de- 
gree. of publicity, relative to the af- 
fairs of the corporations. This, he be- 
lieves, would be a reform. which would 
produce great satisfaction to the peo- 
ple at large, and at the same time give 
the corporations a standing which 
otherwise it would be impossible for 
them to attain. 

NEW TAX WOUL DGIVE 
BENEFIT TO CORPORATION 

This benefit to the corporations, it is 
argued, would arise from the fact that 
it would in a way stamp upon them 
the approval of the national govern- 
ment and sentimenially, if not legally, 
supply the federal indorsement, which 
it is believed.would not only increase 
Wheir credit with domestic investors, 
but with the owners of ~ ‘en capital, 
The president is said to be convinced 
that if the suggested amendment is 
properly drawn it will give the govern- 
ment officials access to the books of 
all corporations, and thus publicity 
will be assured. Such legisiation would 
mean a supervision which, it is con- 
tended, would be helpful to the cor- 
porations and satisfying to the general 
public. 

It is believed that this publicity 
would prevent what is considered to 
be one of the evils of the day, in that 
it would eliminate the possibility of 
concealed equities, and in the language 
of one of the president’s advisors, “do 
away With corporation melon cutting” 
and insure the responsibility for cor- 
poration management to the stock- 
holders. e 

It is understood to be the president's 
opinion that a provision for the im- 
position of such a tax can be framed 
on the basis of the internal revenue 
law, giving the government full power 
to investigate books of corporations 
for the purpose of determining their 
earnin He also believes that such

} ommend that the tariff should be un- 


limited as to time as this feature is 
considered essential to the success of 
the proposed law in insuring publicity, 
which has come to be considered as of 
sufficient importance to dwarf even 
the revenue producing element of the 
amendment.

Once Called Husband a “Litt!e 
Hound” in the Presence of 
a Servant — Mrs. Gould’s 
Attorney Says Her Drinking 
Should Have Strengthened 
Marital Tie. 


New York, June 15.—Torn w)th an- 
ger and extreme humiliation, alter- 
nately flushing with shame, sobbing, or 
clinching her hands in exasperation, 
Katherine Clemmons Gould sat through 
a trying ordeal today at the continua- 
tion of her suit for separation against 
Howard Gould, third son of the late 
Jay Gould. 

It was a day of testimony for the 
defense, during which Mr. Gould's at- 
torney sought to bring out through 
witnesses that Mrs. Gould's habits were 
such that her husband was justified 
in leaving her. In the event of prov- 
ing this, the defense hopes to under- 
mine the charge of abandonment, the 
only phase of the plaintiff's case which 
has withstood the attacks of opposing 
counsel, Justice Dowling having ruled 
out the charges of cruelty and non- 
support vesterday. Howard Gould 
himself may take the stand tomorrow. 

Alcohol aud Vulgar Language. 

Mrs. Gould having naively told ves- 
terday what is required of a woman 
of fashion in the matter of dress at 
Pajm Beach and elsewhere, witnesses 
for the defense recited today the in- 
dulgence of the same woman of fashion 
in the matter of alcoholic stimulants, 
and told further, while the heavily 
veiled Mrs. Gould buried her burning 
face in her hands, of certain remarks 
and conversations not exactly in keep- 
ing with $500 gowns and the palatial 
Castle Gould on Long Island. 

It was during this testimony con- 
cerning some of the alleged violent and 
profane language, some of it as relaged 
too strong to be printed with propriety, 
that Mrs. Gould wept most. Yet, she 
recovered herself quickly and at times 
coached her lawyer, refreshing his 
mind in certain incidents with sug- 
gestions and reminders. 

Specific statements that Mrs. Gould 
had been intoxicated on various occa- 
sions, that she called Howard Gould 
“you little hound” one night, that 
once she was apparently so under the 
influence of liquor as to stagger 
against the bannister at Castle Gould 
that her maid brought liuqors to oe 


}room, including sometimes two cock. 


tails before breakfast, were among the 
statements brought out by employees 
of the Gould estate. 
Boose Should Strengthen Tie. 

Mrs. Gould’s lawyer, Clarence J. 
Shearn, who had objected strenuouslv 
at first to the trend of the testimony 
but was Overruled, injected into the 
case the rather novel argument thar 
admitting even that his client had 
intoxicated, this should have 
strengthened rather than weakened 
the ties between wife and husband. ~ 

‘It has been held,” he said, “that if 
@ husband drank, he needed the love 
and companionship of his wife more 
than if he was sober. Isn't this equal- 
ly true in the case of the wife?” 

As Opposing this view, Delancey Nic. 
oll, for the defense, argued that Mrs 
Goutd’s alleged excesses had rendered 


~her unfit for her household duties 


and this certainly justified the hus- 
band’s actions and attitude. 

Whether or not fit for managaing a 
household, it was a rather erratic ad- 
ministration that Mrs. Gould conduct- 
ed at Castle Gould, according to most 
of the testimony today. Verbal 
clashes with the manager of the great 
estate, heated argyments at the hen 
coop with carpenters, one of whom 
testified that she ‘could not walk 
straight,” at the time; a period when 
she remained in her room for two 
weeks, consuming during that time 
seven bottles of brandy with ‘other 
}liquors—these incidents and others 
were swo to on the stand. 

An Exciting Night. 

Also, there was an .account by a 
former steward of an exciting. night, 
when, he said, she wanted. the house 
locked, although Howard Gould was 
out on the lawn. This, said the stew- 
ard, did not seem to appeal to Mrs. 
Gould as an argument against closing 
the front door and she told ‘him to go 
ahead and lock up. To appease her, 
fie testified, he shut the door, but did 
not lock it.

CALHOUN TRIAL 
NEARING FINISH 


Alex. King Makes Strong 
Address for Defense. 


When Adjournment Came A. 
A. Moore, Senior Coungel for 
Calhoun, Was Speakin, His 
Remarks Being Tinged With

San Francisco, June 15.—Analysis of

Denver, Col, June 15.—Three per- 
eons are known to be dead, one prob- 
ably fatdNy injjured; mine severely 
injured, and three missing as the re- 
suit of the explosion of a 290-ton 
boiler in the power plant of the Den- 
ver Gas and Electric Company to- 


night. 

So terrific was the explosion that 
the heavy boiler was thrown high into 
the air. It crashed through the roof 
of the plant, and completely wrecked 
the generator and the roof and walls. 
The electric lights of the city were 
cut off for more than two hours. 

The roar af the explosion was heard 
for miles, and the houses in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the plant were 
shaken. One of the first bodies takefi 
out was that of Joseph Perri, aged 7, 
who was playing in the alley behind 
the plant at the time of the ex- 
plosion, and who was crushed under 
tons of debris.

Sanitary Department Unable to 


Take Care of All the 
barbage 


CHIEF JENTZEN'S APPEAL 
TO GENERAL COUNCIL 


He Says That Something Must 
Be Done at Once if His De- 
partment fh Expected to 
Keep the City Clean During 
Summer — Letter Read and 
Referred to Committee. 


A most serious sanitary situation 
faces the city, according to a report 
made by the sanitary chief to the gen- 
eral council yesterday afternoon, and, 
unless something is done at once, he 
states, his department must cease tty- 
ing to keep the yards in the city free 
from garbage. 

Only recently every person within 
the. city limits was requireq to pre- 
vide a water-tight garbage receptable 
in order to insure the healthfulness ef 
the city during the summer. This, te- 
gether with the new law which pro- 
vides for the removal of stable manure 
by the sanitary department, has caused 
a great increase of the work to be 
done by the sanitary department. 

With the increase in the collection of 
garbage comes the statement by the 
Sanitary chief that he no longer has 
any place on which to dump what the 
trash cars haul, and the crematory is 
inadequate to the demands now made 
upon it. 

He says that the custom of dumping 
garbage on vacant lots must be die- 
continued, and the garbage hauled far 
into the outskirts of the city, ang to 
do this will take more wagons and 
mules. 

Chief Jentgzgen in his letter to the 
general eounci] makes an earnest ap- 
peal for money. ‘The letter was read 
and referred to the finance committee. 
What the chief has to say follows: 

Chief’s Earnest Appeal. 

To the Mayor and General Council, 
City.—Gentlemen: As chief ef the san- 
itary department, I wish to give your 
honorable body official notice of _a 
most serious condition as regards the 
work of this department. 

We cannot handle more than half of 
the garbage of the city at our crema- 
tory, and the remainder, all that col- 
lecteg on the outskirtg of the city, 
must be dumped in convenient holes. 
We select places as remote as possibile 
from any dwelling, and place a man on 
each dump to see that they are kept in 
as g£00d condition as possible. Of late, 
the complaints against this practice 
have so increased in number ang vioe- 
lence that we have abandoned one 
dump after another, until, if we listen 
to these complaints, we must stop 
dumping in the city at all. 

The city should have more crema- 
tories, but they coulq not be built now 
in time to help with this summer's 
garbage. We must either ignore ¢6n- 
tirely the strenuous objections of the 
citizens. or must have enough carts 


distant places. The amount of garbage 
in the city has increased enormously, 
and werhave also to hau! stable manure 
now since the passage of the manure 
ordinance. 

The matter is most urgent, and If 
would be glaq to have the general 
council take some action on it. Very

JUDGE REID’S DECISION 
-ANTEDATES ARKANSAS ONE 


Briefs showing probably the first pub- | 


lished decision of a federal court 
touching the constitutionality of the 
employers’ liability act which has just 
Been handed down by Judge Trieber, 
of the eastern district of Arkansas, 
are now coming to Atlanta lawyers 
through the mails. 

Some weeks ago Judge Reid, of the 
city court of Atlanta, made the same 
ruling upon that act in disposing of a 
case brought before him. Judge Reid’s 
ruling antedating that of the judge of 
the United States district court in Ar- 
kansas. 

In 1906 congress passed an act doing 
away, in many respects, with the com- 
mon law rule under which a railroad 
responsible to an 
empleyee if he were injured by the 
carelessness of another employee. The 
Supreme court held that act to be un- 
constitutionel. Two years later, in 
1908, congress passed another act elim- 
inating the unconstitutional elements 


a ee 


indicated in the court's decision, the 
new act seeking to accomplish the 
same purposes as that intended by the 
original. Suits brought under the sec- 
ond act were attacked by the declara- 
tion that the -new act, too, was un- 
constitutional. @It was in a suit un- 
der thatact that Judge Trieber render- 
ed his decision, a decision sustaining 
the act of congress. 

In the case in which Judge Reid 
made his ruling, A. L. Miller was the 
plaintiff, and the Illinois Central was 
the defendant. Both plaintiff and de- 
fendant were non-residents o° the 
state, and the, railroad company 
sought to have the case re- 
moved to the United States court. 
Judge Newman remanded the case to 
the state court upon the ground that 
as neither party to the suit lived in 
the state, the mere fact that suit was 
brought under the federal employers’ 
liability act did not make grounds for 
removal. In the Atlanta action Bur- 
ton Smith appeared as attorney for 
Miller.

Senator Burkett Criticises 
Finance Committee. 


Senator Aldrich Makes A Re- 
ply to the Senator From 
Nebraska — Changes Are 
Made in the Glass Sched-

Washington, June. 15.—Indulging in 
a vigorous denunciation of the com- 
mittee on finance, because of its 
change of front overnight on the sub- 
ject of tobacco importations from the 
Philippines, Senator Burkett, of Ne- 
braska, standing face to face with 
Chairman Aldrich today, declared that 
its action looked to him like a “game 
of petty politios.” He characterized this 
action as “an effort to hang the sen- 
ator from Wisconsin up in the. air,” 
and finally declared that this event af- 
forded senators a good opportunity to 
‘vote a lack of confidence in the com- 


mittee.” 

This tart language followed Mr. Ald- 
Ytich’s statement that the committee 
would accept the amendment proposed 
by Senator Bulke@ey to reduce the 
number of cigars to be admitted freer 
of duty from the Philippines from 
150,000,000 to 70,000,000, and the quan- 
tity of filler tobacco from 1,500,000 to 
1,000,000 pounds, together with a pro- 
vision that the wrapper and “([filler 
tobacco should be unstemmed when re- 
ceiving this concession. 

Cigar-Makers in Evidence. ‘ 

The support back of the Bulkeley 
amendment was evident when the two 
Pennsylvania senators gave their sup- 
port to their colleagues from  Con- 
necticut, all of whom had read strong 
petitions from cigar-makers for the 
action they desired. 

Mr. Aldrich, replying calmly, de- 
clared that there were men whose de- 
nunciation was the highest commen- 
dation, and said the committee’s ac- 
tion involved no mystery or petty pol- 
itics, but that it hoped in the future 
to change a schedule when convinced 
that a mistake had been made, as it 
had done in the past. He expressed 
the opinion that the actual importa- 
tions from the Philippines would not 
equal the number named in the 
amendment the committee had ac- 
cepted, and said that what it had done 
was to encourage a people who had 
been brought under the American flag.

Prof. Jarnigan, of State Col- 
lege of Agriculture, and Sam 
Wilkes, of Atlanta, Make 
Interesting Speeches—Reso- 
lutions Passed.

Atlantic Beach, Fla., June 1!5.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—One of the most pleasing fea- 
tures of the concluding session was 
the presentation, by the association, of 
a solid silver tea service to retiring 
President W. H. McKenzie. The speech 
of presentation was made by former 
State Senator W.H. Davis, of Waynes- 
boro, who expressed the sentiment of 
the association in making this pres- 
entation. Mr. McKenzie made a fit- 
ting and feeling response to this sur- 
prising feature. 

Fielding Wallace, of Augusta, for 
the past three years secretary of the 
Cotton Seed Crushers’ Association of 
Georgia, was unanimously’ elected 
president for the succeeding vear. R. 
S. Patillo, of Macon, vice president, 
declined to stand for the office. Other 
officers elected, all unanimously, were: 
Vice president, A. O. Blalock. of Fay- 
etteville; secretary, W. M. Hutchin- 
son, of Atlanta; treasurer, R. G. Riley, 
of Albany. Thomas Eggleston, of At- 
lanta, who, for five years, has been 
treasurer, declined reelection. 

Resolutions were adopted strongly 
indorsing the State College of Agri- 
culture and the splendid work done by 
Dr. Soule and his corps of instructors 
there. 

Professor M. P. Jarnigan, of the 
State College of Agriculture at Ath- 
ens, Ga., delivered the opening address 
at the second day's session of the con- 
vention, choosing as his subject, “Ag- 
ricultural Education and Its Relation 
to the Development of the Oil Mill In- 
dustry.” 

Following Professor Jarnigan, Colo- 

nel Sam W. Wilkes, commercial agent 
of the Georgia railroad, delivered a 
Strong addres on “Cotton; Its Prod- 
ucts and Transportation.” 
Colonel Wilkes began his able ad- 
dress with a high tribute to the as- 
sociation, whose guest he was, and 
continued by saying: “I believe that 
by scientific experiment and treatment 
certain cotton seed products now a 
food for man, animals and plants, will 
become a universal food throughout 
the world. Uitimately, the grain cribs 
the western farmer, to which the 
southern farmer has long paid trib- 
ute for his breadstuff, will become a 
thing of the past, so far as the south 
is concerned, and in its stead his cot- 
ton fields will supply all of his wants. 
Not only will they delight his eye with 
its beautiful material for his clothes, 
Put he will also see in its rich and 
juicy seeds nourishment for himself, 
his animals and fields.” 
‘Colonel Wilkes next paid a high 
tribute to the splendid success of 
which the treatment of tuberculosis by 
the use of cotton seed oil emulsion is 
méeting at the hands of Dr. George 
Brown, of Atlanta, and 6éthers. 

Next he took up the relation of the 
railroads to all commercial progress, 
and showed how these great systems 
ought to work hand in hand in order 
that each might be beenfited mate- 
rially. 

The concluding set speech of the 
eonvention was that by George 5S. 
Weaver, of Montgomery, Ala., chair- 
man of the publicity committee of the 
Interstate Cotton Seed Crushers’ Asso- 
ciation, on “Publicity as a Necessity 
in the Development of the Cotton Oil 
Industry.”” Mr. Weaver's talk along 
this line pointed out the necessity for 
exploiting the value and uses of cot- 
ton seed products, and it is believed 
that it will prove most fruitful to the 
association. 

After the passage of sultable resolu- 
tions and.the election of officers for 
the ensuing year, previously noted, 
the convention adjourned, bringing to 
a close its most successful gathering.

Alumni Orator at Univer- 
sity Yesterday. 


Member of the Class of 1870 
Spoke on “The Modern Uni- 
versity and Our Expanding 
Frontier.” 


Athens, Ga., June 15.—(Special.)— 
Dr. John D. Hammond, of the class of 
1870, was the glumni orator today. He 
delivered a gnificent address be- 
fore the Alumni Association and a 
large number of citizens today at noon, 
receiving a splendid ovation. He spoke 
of “The Modern University and Our 
Expanding Frontier.” 

After indulging in a few personal 
reminiscences of college days, Dr. 
Hammond entered upon a discussion 
of his subject. He described graphi- 
cally and forcefully the great ex- 
panding west and the expanding com- 
merce of our country beyond the Pa- 
cific. He spoke of the great progress 
that had been madeinthe development 
of the material resources of the west 
and how through irrigation millions 
of acres of land are being made to 
pay large profits to the people who 
till them. He prophesied that forty 
years hence more than thirty million 
people would inhabit that section of 
the country contiguous to the Rockies. 
This great expansion will tax to its 
limit the older sections of the country 
in manufacturing lines. 

Change in Social Problems. 

With these changes in our activities 
are already coming changes in our 
social problems. We will find no 
trouble in getting engineers and cap- 
tains of industry, but the. difficulty 
will be to find them who can and will 
see that, by political, ecclesiastical and 
social influences, these things are done 
according to the principles of 
righteousness. He spoke of San 
Francisco and its influence upon that 
section. He said: 

“The population has doubled and 
tripled around that city and yet we 
are told that the things which we of 
Atlantic hold dearest, the things 
for which our forefathers’ suffered 
when they left their homes in the old 
world and dared the perils of the 
wilderness in the new, the things 
which we have wrought and thought 
and fought for for three centuries, 
those finer things of mind and heart 
which build our homes, our churches, 
our civic life on a sure fqundation, 
that these things are being left out.” 
He spoke of the absence of the Chris- 
tion church from many cities in the 
far west. He told of a certain part of 
Idaho, where lived 1,000 people, to 
whom there had not been preached a 
sermon in seven years. In western 
Washington not more than one in five 
places have houses for religio&as wor- 
ship. In New Mexico more than one- 
half the people have no connection 
with religious organizations and pro- 
fess no faith in God. 

“Then,” said Dr. Hammond, “if we 
are to get the great results in char- 
acter which nature can bestow it can 
only be when we bring to her a teach- 
able mind and heart. The desert will 
whisper its messages to us only when 
we build our altars there.” The mod- 
ern university has become to be the 
most human and practical of all our 
institutions. It does not feel that it 
has accomplished its purpose until it 
has put a man into right relations with 
his environment and fitted him to live 
at his best. . 

Dr. Hammond traced the university 
idea from its origin in the mine of 
Charlemagne to the present day, and 
gave much of interest in the manner 
in which the superstitions and preju- 
dices and dogmas of the past had been 
overcome until now the mind is freer 
than ever before to pursue its quest for 
truth. “Are these things true?’ “Are 
they honorable?’ “Are they right?’ 
“Can we better them?’ Those were the 
questions of Peter Abelard and his fol- 
lowers. Are these the questions asked 
today when approaching the solution 
of great problems? 

Aim of Modern University. 

The aim of the modern university is 
to set #the mind free from the re- 
strains of dogma insofar as that acts 
by mere authority, and to teach it to 
depend on its own processes for a 
knowledge of the truth of things; to 
fear nothing but error and wrongdoing 
and to spare no pains in its search 
for truth and right. So far from

Least of all 
is the modern university blasting at 
the Rock of Ages. In its quest -for 
facts it has come to see that the great- 
est of them all is the fact of religion. 
Next to the pulpit itself the modern 
university is coming to be the great- 
est evangetical agency amongst us. 
Fifty-two per cent of those young men 
who come under its influence become 
religious, while of those who do not 
it is estimated that only 12 per cent 
become so. The modern university so 
imbues the minds of its students with 
lofty ideals that, even though they 
may not become religious, they still 
carry into life those principles which 
‘make them scorn to sell their honor 
for gold and teach them to respect 
the rights of all men, and especially 
of the weak and defenseless. 
The True University Man. 

President Dwight, in his address be- 
fore the Phi Beta Kappa Society, of 
Yale, in 1887, gives the following char- 
acteristics of the true university men 
—as quoted by President Thwing—(1) 
A certain, large-minded and _  fair- 
minded love of the truth. (2) Manli- 
ness, or the manly sense of duty. (3) 
The disposition to estimate both men 
and things, according to their true 
value. (4) That union of the intel- 
lectual and emotional elements which 
Keeps them in close relation to each 
other. (5) Gentlemanliness, the spirit 
of reverence for whet is good, of kind- 
ness towards others, of gentleness and 
self-sacrifice and honor and truth, of 
obedience to the great command which 
bids us love our neighbor as our- 
selves. 

In conclusion, Dr. Hammond said: 
“There its no call today so loud and in- 
sistent as that which our expanding 
frontier is making to the modern uni- 
versity for men molded after this 
fashion to enter into the new and 
mighty life which is forming along our 
borders.” 

After the address by Dr. Hammond 
the alumni, several hundred in num- 
ber, adjourned to the Denmark din- 
ing hall, where the alumni luncheon 
was served in a most delightful man- 
ner.

change the method of electing judges, which is now by popular vote, that 
Georgia go back to the plan set out in the first state constitution, that 
of 1877. 

Under this method the house of representatives balloted for superior 
court judges and presented to the governor the three names receiving the 
highest vote. The governor then selected one of these names and presented 
it to the senate. If confirmed, that ended the matter; if rejected, the gov- 
ernor submitted another of the three names received from the house. 

The great trouble has been to devise a method for the selection of judges 
which would remove the bench as far as possible from the atmosphere of 
politics; to eliminate even the unconscious personal political element from 
the judicial administration of the law. 

Direct election by the legislature proved no more satisfactory than the 
method of executive appointment; it led to political cliques built upon the 
swapping of votes, and this plan was displaced by the present one of pop- 
ular election. 

The state again seems to want a change on the ground that judges 
should not be subjected to the necessity of entering a “scramble for votes.” 

Various methods have been suggested, including election by the mem- 
bers of the bar resident in the circult for which the judge is to be chosen; 
nomination by the supreme court, followed by appointment by the governor, 
and selection BY the supreme court outright. All of these plans have their 
objections, and yet there must be some method further away from politics 
than those which have been tried in racent years. 

The first Georgia plan, as suggested ‘by former Governor Candler, seems 
at least superior to the two which the state has most recently tried. It has 
much to commend it, and if there are any objectionable features, it might 
still furnish a splendid basis for legislation. 

The divorce of the judiciary from politics is one of the most perplexing 
problems which has confronted Georgia. 

When the solution is complete a distinct and ‘important forward step will 
have been taken in the development of state government.

In a typically humorous opinion by

Editor Constitution: Anent thé¢ 
proposition to let the bar of each cir- 
cuit select the judge for that circuit— 
why not go back in the selection of 
these officers to the plan provided in 
the first constitution of Georgia, that 
of 1777? Let the house of represen- 
tatives ballot for a judge and let the 
speaker of the house, after the vote 
has been cast and counted, certify to 
the governor the names of the three 
persons who received the highest num- 
bers of votes, with the number .of 
votes received by each. 

Let the governor send to the senate’ 
for confirmation one of the three. If 
the senate confirms the nomination 
that is the end of it.

FAY BACK TAXES 


‘Railroad Said to Owe 
State $125,000. 


Attorney General Hart, Assist- 
ed by Hooper Alexander, 
Will Proceed Against Les- 
sees of W. & A. Road Under 
Instructions From Governor. 


Attorney General Hart will this week 
institute suit in the courts of Fulton 
county to recover $125,000 in back 
taxes claimed to be due the state from 
the lessees of the Western and Atlan- 


tic railroad. 

The suit is brought at the direction 
of Governor Smith. Hon. Hooper Al- 
exander, of Atlanta, who has made 
considerable investigation into the af- 
fairs of the state road, will be retained 
as special counsel to assist the attor- 
ney general. 

Under the terms of the lease of the 
road, it is provided thaf it shall pay 
a tax of one-half of 1 per cent a year 
on its net income, and an ad valorem 
tax on all property acquired and used 
in the operation of thé road which 
was not received from the state. It is 
claimed that the road has never paid 
any income upon its personal property 
and that the net income has not been 
fairly set forth on the books of the 
road. 

To Sue for Recovery of Land. 

In his farewell message, Governor 
Smith will recommend that the state 
make an effort to recover eight acres 
of land in the city of Chattanooga, 
conveyed to.the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis railroad in 1860 for $8,090. 
Governor Smith believes that the state 
has a valid claim to this property and 
can recover, if its claim is not barred 
by the statute of limitetions. 

The land in question is located op- 
posite the Reed house, tn Chattanooga, 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and _ “St. 
Louis railroad collecting the rentals, 
and using the remainder for freight 
and passenger terminals. 

The chancery court of Tennesse has 
declared, in an opinion, that the rail- 
road's title to the property is invalid, 
and suit might have been instituted 
long ago, except for a continuing com- 
bination of circumstances which pre- 
vented. Governor Smith's investiga- 
tions have, it ts said, convinced him 
that the state should proceed at once 
to assert her rights, and on this ac- 
count he will urge the legislature to 
have suit Instituted., 

The Title to the Land. 

The title to the land has been claim- 
ed by the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis railroad since 1860, when, for 
+ $8,000, the then governor of Georgia 
executed a deed to the property in 
favoe of the railroad. 

As long ago as 1896, the state's at- 
tention was officially invited to the 
property. WwW. A. Wimbish, special 
counsel for the state at that time, call- 
ed attention to the fuct that the con- 
veyance was without authority, and 
that the state could recover the land. 
Sult was not entered at that time, al- 
though the legislature had the matter 
before it. Shortly thereafter Mr. Wim- 
bish retired as special counsel, and 
the state's claim was not pressed,

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WHO PAYS REWARD. 
OR ESCAPED CONVICT 


County Refuses 
to Give Up Prisoner. 


State Convict Escaped From 


Tift County Gang — Turner 
Demands $50 Reward Be- 


fore Delivering Prisoner. 


Tifton, Ga. June 15.—(Special.)—An 
interesting complication arises out of 
the new phase of the convict system 
under which they are worked on the 
public roads of the state by the coun- 
ties, instead of by lessees. 

Turner county has captured a state 
felony convict who escaped from tke 
Tift gang, and refuses to turn 
him over to the Tift county authori- 
ties without the payment of $50 re- 
ward, as formerly paid by the lessees 
for the capture of all escaped felony 
convicts. Tift county appealed to the 
state prison commission, and Secretary 
Yancey has sent the board of commis- 
sioners’ instructions to call on Turner 
county for the convict. So far, the 
convict has not been delivered. 

Wednesday of last week, Alex Con- 
nely, a twenty-vear felony convict 
from Spalding’ county, escaped from 
the Tift county gang, by jumping from 
one of the wagons which he was driv- 
ing as it neared a élump of bushes. He 
was later found in Turner county, and, 
with track dogs, chased down into Tift 
county, and captured about three miles 
over the line in Tift, near Chula. He 
was carried back to Ashburn, and the 
Tift c@gunty authorities notified.

New Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs Was 
Assistant. 


Washington, June 15.—The resigna- 
tion of Francis E. Leupp as commis- 
sioner of Indian affairs, which has 
been pending since March 4, was ac- 
cepted today by President Taft, 
Robert G. Valentine, assistant com- 
missioner, was named to succeed him. 
Mr. Leupp has wanted to retire for 
some time on account of ill health. 

The acceptance of Mr. Leupp’. resig- 
nation today was the direct result of 
a letter written by him to the presi- 
dent on June 8, in which he said in 
part: 

“Three months ago, at your personal 
request, I withdrew my resignation. I 
did so in good faith. believing that I 
shoulg find it practicable to continue 
mv work as commissioner of Indian 
affairs for a considerable period. The 
experiment has not proved a success 
Very much to my regret, therefore, | 
shall have to ask you to relieve me 
from my promise, and let me carry out 
my original plan of resigning my com- 
mission so that I can spend the whole 
coming season in the mountain coun- 
try unweighted with the anxieties 
which heretofore have proved fatal to 
my every attempt at a real vacation. ’ 

In accepting the resignation, the 
president wrote to Mr. Leupp as fol- 
lows:

AFPORT OF PROBE

Certain Fees in Three 
Courts Are Put Un- 
der Fire. 


W. P. Bloodworth, named by the 
March grand jury to investigate the 
dockets of Justices of the Peace R. R. 
Jackson, O. H. Puckett, J. A. Dod- 
gen, R. F. Thompson and J. A. Nabell, 
has finished his report and handed tt | 
over to A. D. Adair, foreman of the 
present grand jury. 

The report calls particular atten- 
tion to the taking of certain fees, 
whose legality is doubtful in the opin- 
ion of Mr. Bloodworth. This is the 
practice of the justices in default 
cases of charging a fee of 35 cents 
both for entering the judgment and 
for trying the case and of allowing 
to the constable also two fees of 35 
cents each, one for attending court for 
the juagment entered and for the trial.

There did not seem to be any active 
demand, however, and after the same 
months had worked up another point 
or two, on covering and | scatterin 
support, prices eased off, under real- 
izing and local bear pressure, the lat- 
ter based, apparently, upon the idea 
that current conditions were not cre- 
ating a sufficient demand to establish 
higher prices and that a lower level 
mhigt be necessary to attract a general 
buying movement. The forecasts indi- 
cated, more or less, generally unset- 
tled and showery weather in the south, 
but the details of precipitation did not 
indicate rainfalls in the Mississippi 
valley, as a rule, and during the early 
afternoon prices worked off to a net 
loss of about 3@6 points. Later, the 
market rallied on very bullish wires 
from Mtssissippi concernifg the crop 
he ogy in that state, and on rumors 
that bullish private condition report 
would be issued tomorrow. The close 
was only a little off from the best 
under realizing.
